‘Lhe dreadful war in the north of Europe, 
dd tring the Inst year, Which ended ia riveting 
uly the chatns of Poland, de- 
serves to be mentioned. Tt is a judgment to 
Poland, for it bas poured forth torrents of her 
best blood, it has made thousands of widows 
andorphans; it bas driven multitudes of her 
citizens into exile, and has extinguished almost 
the hope of regaining her lost liberty. 

It isa judyment to the great cause of free- 
dom. ‘Tie friends of humaa rights in al! coun- 
tries looked to Poland with earnest hope ; but 
she has fallen, and the cause of liberty has, in 
her fate, suffered a severe calamity. 

lt may be a judgment to Russia herself. She 
has, indeed, succeeded in prostrating Poland 
avain at the feet of her Emperor, but she has 
ouly made stronger fetters for herself. ‘The 
despotism which sways its iron sceptre over her 
has gained strength. ‘The slavery of Poland 
prolongs her own slavery. And yet to the Im- 
perial government, this apparent triumph may 
prove to bea terrible judgment. “ The pros- 
perity of fools shall destroy them.” Prov. i 32. 
‘+ Pride goeth before destruction, and a haugh- 
ty spirit before a fall.” xvi. 1S. The arrogance 
which the Emperor’s victory over Poland will 
nourish, may excite him to ambitious projects, 
till like Napoleon, be shall fall from his lofty 
height. 

Let the inhabitants of the world learn right- 
eousuess from this event. ‘There is among men 
an idolatrous love of liberty. For this men 
fizht and die, as if this were the most essential 
ingredient in the cup of human happiness.— 
But alas it is the freedom of the body—freedom 
from human control—freedom from outward 
boudage—this, for the most part, is the free- 
dom which men seek. It is not the liber- 
ty of the soul— emancipation from the domin- 
ion of sin—recovery out of the snares of the 
devil—the liberty, in fine, wherewith Christ 
makes his people free. But what is all other 
liberty without this ?

ted States.

Finally, the Seminaire des Missions Etran- 
geres, entertaibvs a mis-ion iu the interior of CLi- 
na. In the province of Futchien, there are to 
be found abut 50,000 Chinese converts, at- 
tended by a Freich Bishop, six or seven mis- 
sionaries, and twen'y-two or twenty-four Chi- 
nese Priests. ‘The Portuguese, Spaniards and 
Italians, have also established wissionaries in 
several provinces of the Empire, niany of which 
goon well, and the aguregaie amount of the 
Chinese converts, dves not fall shot of two 
hundred thousand. However, as the Christian 
religion is proscribed by the laws of the Empire, 
and the ingress of foreiguers into the interior 
forbidden under pain of death, the missionaries

FUTURE PUNISHMENT, 
From a Dissertation by Mr. Oliver Johnson, 

“* | have not come here to terrify you with 
unfounded denunciations of eternal wrath. I 
have come for the purpose of candid and sober 
discussion. Iam persuaded, beyond a doubt, 
that there is a Hell, where all who die impeni- 
tent will be forever miserable. Believing thus, 
I cannot but view with uafeigned sorrow, the 
prevalence of a doctrine which teaches, that 
the righteous and the wicked, the knave and the 
honest man, the Atheist and the Christian, 
shail alike inherit eternal hfe: and that the 
wretch, who wades through the world in human 
blood, and then adds to the fearful enormity of 
his guilt the destruction of his own life, will be 
admitted to a seat at the right hand of God.— 
[ believe this to be a doctrine, more licentious 
in its tendency than almost any other, which 
ever found a reception in the human heart. It 
destroys every motive of obedience to the divine 
law ; it cuts off all restraint from the wicked 
passions and corrupt propensities of our nature ; 
it bids the wicked live as they list, and prom- 
ises them impunity for every transgression.” 

“The question, whether a portion of man- 
kind will be lost, or whether all will be saved, 
must be decided by the word of God. Human 
reason can affurd us no safe guide upon a sub- 
ject, the importance of which can be measured 
only by eternity. I do not say we must putout 
the lamp of reason. That were folly. For, 
without the exercise of the reason with which 
we are endowed, we cannot decide the question. 
But our reason must be subservient to revela- 
tion. It was given us, not to decide what the 
Bible ought to teach, but to aid us in under- 
standing what it docs teach. We must go to 
the scriptures, not with a resolution to wrest 
their meaning, and make them speak a lan- 
guage congenial with our wishes; but with a 
willingness to believe all they contain, even

than this: Aa infinitely good Creator can nev- 
er allow his creatures to transgress his laws be- 
yond a definite period ; at some time, in the 
course of their rebellion, He will take effectu- 
al measures to reduce them to obedience. ‘The 
assumption is not that a God infinite in love will 
adinit no evil into his Universe. He Has pong 
ir. It is not that He will suffer none of his 
creatures to make laws ordained for life, the in- 
struments of death (inisery)—that he will suffer 
none to rebel against him and thus forsake the 
fountain of life. He mas Done THESE THINGs. 
Of course no assumption can be made against ac- 
knowledged fact. But the thing unhesitatingly 
assumed by the Universalist, is, that God will not 
allow his intelligent creatures always to choose 
even the foolish course that they have once delib- 
erately pursued. It isnot pretended that He does 
never allow intelligent creatures to choose evil, 
when he offers good. Hk consTantLy poes 
ruis. But, says the Universalist, ‘a God who 
is love, will at some time, cause all the foolish 
chousers to choose wisely.” Itis thought absurd 
to imagine the contrary. 

But where is the proof of the thing assumed ? 
We see men now making themselves miserable, 
while surrounded by facilities for almost per- 
fectenjoyment. [use this latter expression, 
believing that the sins of men, even their pal- 
pable voluntary transgressions produce (directly 
or indirectly) the principal part of the evil now 
suffered, so that ifthe whole race would return 
to God, almost if not quite all their sufferings 
might be ended. 

But if infinite wisdom and goodness have seen 
fit once to allow such departures from the mode 
of securing enjoyment, prescribed by himself, 
why may not chosen evil be still allowed—for- 
ever permitted? Dr. Wayland has well ob- 
served: ‘* If therefore, it can be shown, that 
He has ever admitted, in his dealings with any 
race of his creatures a given moral principle, it 
is proved that that principle is right, and that 
there is no moral reason why it should not be 
admitted in the dealings of God, with that race 
of beings at any other time. And yet more, 
| think thereby a pledge is given tothe Universe 
that that principle will never be retracted, but 
that it will remain forever unchangeable. ’*— 
Suppose the life of man to be prolonged to any 
assignable period in this world, who would as- 
sume the impossibility of his continuing to 
choose evil just as every vicious man does ?’— 
But if this could take place in one province of 
the Universal King, why not in others? If at 
one stage of our existence why not in other 
stages? Ifto day why not to-morrow? We 
look for the rising of the sun tomorrow because 
it has risen on many preceding mornings. We 
expect to witness sickness and death to-mor- 
row because we have to-day, did yesterday, 
and so through all pasttime. I am not proving 
the eternity of future punishment, but merely 
saying, there is no reason to assume its impos- 
sibility under a“ God” who “is love,” but rath- 
er ground for presumption in favor of such a 
doctrine.

“THE RIVER JORDAN.” 


The following article was translated for the Episcopal 
Watchman, from the ‘ Youth's Friend,’ a paper recently 
established by the Rev. Mr. Brewer, at Smyrna, in Asia. 


“The only large river of Palestine is the 
Jordan, which has its source in the little lake 
Phiala, at the foot of Mount Libanus. After 
passing under ground, a considerable distance, 
it rushes forth with great violence at Cesarea- 
Philippi, aflerwardsruns four hours (leagues) 
further, and discharges its waters into lake Me- 
romia. 

‘In the spring, lake Meromia, when its wa- 
ters have risen, extends six miles, or the dis- 
tance of two hours, in length, and three and an 
half miles in breadth. In summer it is almost 
dry. In some parts it (the bed of the lake) is 
sowed with rice, but, generally, it is covered 
with rushes, which afford a shelter, and hiding 
place for wild beasts. 

‘‘ The Jordan, leaving lake Meromia about 
four hours (leagues) distance, enters Gennes- 
saret, so frequently referred to in the Holy 
Scriptures, which is called also the sea of Gali- 
lee, or ‘Tiberias. The waters of this lake, 
which is sixteen miles long and five broad, are 
pure, and full of fish. It is surrounded by 
fruitful hills, and by mountains, from which 
many streams descend.

difficulty, though of a moral nature, in the way 
of his loving his Maker supremely. Surely he 
can, and ought to remove all difficulties of this 
nature, that are in the way of loving and obey- 
ing his Creator, since difficulties of this kind 
are entirely voluntary, and, therefore, of his 
own making. As in the case of a disobedient 
child, his obstinacy is a great difficulty in the 
way of his obedience, and it is a difficulty that 
ofien effectually prevents obedience. But it is 
a difficulty which the child ought to renove.— 
His will must bow, and he ought to bow it. And 
although he sets up his will, and determines 
not to obey, still itis proper and true to say, he 
can and ought to obey his kind parent. And 
is it not as true, that sinners can obey and love 
God? Ifa man loves his sins, it is his duty to 
give up his love of sin, and he can do it, or 
else it is his duty to do impossibilities. But 
every man knows that it is not his duty to do im 
possibilities. 

Some admit, that sinners have all the natu- 
ral abilities and powers necessary to come to. 
Christ, but ask, have they a mind to come? or 
any mind to have a mind? ‘Take the case of 
the disobedient child. Has he a mind to obey, 
or any mind to have a mind?
